No time is being lost by the com- 
mittee appointed on Saturday night, 
in connection with the proposal to form 
a “home defence’ corps of volunteers, 
and at a meeting held Monday after- 


| noon, at which Col, Edwards presided, 


the whole matter was again discussed 
theroughly and from a practical stand- 
| point. 

The first matter to be looked after is 
the recruiting of the present existing 
regiments, that they may be brought 
to full strength, and, following this, 
will be taken up the matter of forming 
jnew Companies in various sections of 
the city. It is proposed to have the 
arrangements so that there will be little 
inconvenience to any who may join, as 
drill will be held in many sections of the 
city, and it is also proposed to have 
men of like trades, such as bankers, 
street railwaymen, ete, belong to the 
same company, and in this way it is 
thought better results will be accom- 
plished, 

The joining of the new companies 
will be entirely voluntary, and then, if 
occasion should arise when more men 
were needed for the front, the oppor- 
tunity would be given members of the 
new companies to join’ the volunteer 
regiment. 

It is purposed if possible to have the 
old rifle range re-opened for target 
practice, and the shooting galleries 
around the city may also be made use 
of. The committee is also anxious to 
secure the names and qualifications of 
any men who are willing to act as In- 
structors.

British Army, Fresh and Rested, About to Support French Troops 
Who Have Been Retiring for Past Few Days—Germans Trying 
to Celebrate Victory at Sedan While Allicd Army Secks to 
Avenge it—Claimed That Losses of Attacking Pariy Much 
Greater Than Among Defenders. 


New York, Sept. 1.—Dow, Jone sand company, publishers of 
the Wall Street Journal, published the following item: on their news 
tickets today: 

“London. .Censorship was suddenly heightened at noon today 
without warning. Numerous despatches relating to operations in 
France and Belgium were held up by the censors’ 

“The foregoing despatch is highly significant, 

“Operations in Belgium may relate to the rear attack on Ge: 
by British troops reported to have landed at Ostend.” 
Position of Allies Good. 

Paris, Sept. 4.—(12:40 p.m.)—The — position e allied 
armies, according to the opinion of French military experts, is good, 
The Germans, it is poinied out, are attempting the moyement which 
if it fails will leave them in an extremely dangerous situation with 
their troops exhausted. 

The British army, fresh and rested, the experts say, is about to 
exchange the extreme right and support the French who have been 
retiring slowly for several days. 

Celebration or Revenge? 

London, Sept. 1.—(1:37 p.m.)—Today, on the eve of the annl- 
versary of the capitulation of Sedan, 3,000,000 troops are battling 
on the French frontier—the Germans in a headlong effort to cele- 
brate the day with a dramatic success, the French backed by their Brit- 
ish allies, to-avenge their defeat of 44 years ago, 

That the Germans have gained ground in their encircling 
movement on the French left wing is admitted by the French foreign 
office but it is asserted also that after a three days battle in this region 
the Anglo-French line although pushed back remained unbroken. 

Wearing Down Policy. 

This is described as the “wearing down" policy on the part of 
the allied armies and it is claimed that the losses of the attacking 
forces have been enormously greater than have those of the defenders. 
Frnch reports are not available and thus far nothing is reaching the 
public in London to enable even admitted experts to form an opinion 
of their real value. 

The heaviest fighting appears to be taking place along a line 
from Peronne, in the department of Somme, to Verviers in the de- 
partment of Aisne. ‘ 

Try To Pierce British Defence. 

There the flower of Emperor William’s army is trying to pierce 
the British defences. Further to the east the forces of the German 
crown prince still are attacking the French in the region about Mezi- 
eres, the capital of the department of Ardennes, 

The only points where the French claim to have gained positive 
successes are in the Vosges mountains and in Lorraine where the Ger- 
mans are said to be in retreat, 

The statement that Emperor William has gone to the Russian 
frontier cannot be coptirmed as yet. Independent views ot the tierce 
fighting now going on in east Prussia and in Galicia are entirely lack- 
ing, so it is a case of one taking his choice between the German, Au 
trian and Russian versions of the battles. 

Germans Continue Advance.

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TEUTON MOVEMENT 
iF IT FAILS, MIGHT 
PROVE DISASTROUS 


British Army, Fresh and Rested, About to Support French Troops 
Who Have Been Retiring for Past Few Days—Germans Trying 
to Celebrate Victory at Sedan While Allied Army Secks to 


, 
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Avenge it—Claimed That Losses of Altacking Pariy Much 
Greater Than Among Defenders. 
New York, Sept. 1.—Dow, Jone sand company, publishers of 


the Wall Street Journal, published the following item on their news 
tickets today: 

“London. .Censorship was suddenly heightened at noon today 
without warning. Numerous despatches relating to operations in 
France and Belgium were held up by the censors’ orders. 

“The foregoing despatch is highly significant, 

“Operations in Belgium may relate to the rear attack on German 
by British troops reported to have landed at Ostend.” 
Position of Allies Good. 

Paris, Sept. 1.—(12:40 p.m.) —The position of the allied 
armies, according to the opinion of French military experts, is good. 
The Germans, it is pointed out, are attempting the movement which 
if it fails will leave them in an extremely dangerous situation with 
their troops exhausted. 

The British army, fresh and rested, the experts say, is about to 
exchange the extreme right and support the French who have been 
retiring slowly for several days, 

Celebration or Revenge? 

London, Sept. 1.—(1:37 p.m.)—Today, on the eve of the annl- 
versary of the capitulation of Sedan, 3,000,000 troops are battling 
on the French frontier—the Germans in a headlong effort to cele- 
brate the day with a dramatic success, the French backed by their Brit- 
ish allies, to avenge their defeat of 44 years ayo, 

That the Germans have gained ground in their encircling 
movement on the French left wing is admitted by the French foreign 
office but it is asserted also that after a three days battle in this region 
the Anglo-French line although pushed back remained unbroken, 

Wearing Down Policy. 

This is described as the “wearing down” policy on the part of 
the allied armies and it is claimed that the losses of the attacking 
forces have been enormously greater than have those of the defenders, 
Frnch reports are not available and thus far nothing is reaching the 
public in London to enable even admitted experts to form an opinion 
of their real value. 

The heaviest fighting appears to be taking place along a line 
from Peronne, in the departinent of Somme, to Verviers in the de- 
partment of Aisne, ‘ 

Try To Pierce British Defence. 

There the flower of Emperor William’s army is trying to pierce 
the British defences. Further to the east the forces of the German 
crown prince still are attacking the French in the region about Mezi- 
ieres, the capital of the department of Ardennes. 
| The only points where the French claim to have gained positive 
successes are in the Vosges mountains and in Lorraine where the Ger- 
mans are said to be in retreat. 

The statement that Emperor William has gone to the Russian 
frontier cannot be coptirmed as yet. Independent views of the tierce 
fighting now going on in east Prussia and in Galicia are entirely lack- 
jing, so it is a case of one taking his choice between the German, Aus- 
eee and Russian versions of the battles. 
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Germans Continue Advance. 

London, Sept. 1.—(2:45 a.m.)—Fighting has been resumed, all 
along the front, according to official French accounts, which admit 
that the German right wing continues its advance. No other details 
of this fighting have yet been reported and it is not known whether 
the British army has again been engaged. According to the Paris 
Temps, while the German forces are exhausting themselves by their 
tremendous exertions for from their base, the French, by their superior 
transportation facilities, are able to constantly bring up fresh et- 
fectives so as to prolong the struggle indelinitely and wear tl 
down-if they do not beat them. 

Reports Are Conflicting. 

In regard to the eastern theater of the war reports are conflicting. 
{From St. Petersburg the continued success of the Russians against th 
{Germans and Austrians is claimed. On the other hand Berlin, which 
is at last beginning to issue much more news of the war, claims in 
portant victories of the Austrians over the Russians, It is impossible 
as yet to decide which of these conflicting reports is correct but it is 
evident that fierce fighting is proceeding in the neighborhood of Lublin. 

French Advance in Lorraine. 

Washington, Sept. 1.—The French ambassador, J. 
today received this official despatch from Paris: 

“In the Vosges and in Lorranie our troops began an advance 
again yesterday. At Sassey, on the Meyse, a regiment of German 
infantry was nearly annihilated. On out iett wing German progress 
was made. Russian offensive advance progressing,” 

Germans Evacuais Du Nord. 

Landon, Sept. 1.—A despatch from Paris says that a member 
of the French chamber of deputies for one of the northern departi- 
ments of France, who has arrived at the French capital, declares there 
are no Germans at Lille, Roubaix, er Tourcoing. 

The group of towns referred to are in the department of Du 
Nord and all within 20 miles of the Belgian frontix.. Despatches last
